Why no mention of 
161 being diverted? 


GREENWICH Time 
missed a most important 
point in the editorial 
story (Two-way traffic, 
Page 9, January 31) 
about Olympic transport 
plans. We were told of 
all those who would 
still be able to get by 
bus to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital from Abbey 
Wood, Woolwich, 
Greenwich, Charlton, 
Welling and more. But 
there was the briefest 
of mention that TfL is 
proposing to withdraw 
access to the hospital for 
everyone in Eltham and 
the south of the borough 
by diverting the 161 bus, 
the only bus that gets us 
to the hospital, and the 
only bus to the hospital 
that is being diverted. 

We don’t visit a hospital 
unless we really need to, 
and frequently we are not 
at our best, on crutches, 
with children, feeling 



doubly elderly. Many use 
the 161 to get to work at 
the hospital. Without the 
161 everyone will have 
an extremely difficult 
junction to negotiate at 
Well Hall Road/Shooters 
Hill Road, with no 
pedestrian phase to help. 
Greenwich Time missed 
the fact that the council 
is quite rightly objecting 
to this withdrawal, as 
are all the residents 
associations in the south, 
both individually and 


through our information 
exchange network, South 
Greenwich Forum, and we 
have offered suggestions 
as to how the route can 
be retained.

Don’t ration 
their payout 

THE leader of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has backed the Gurkha 
fair pensions campaign by officially 
signing an online petition on behalf 
of the newly established royal 
borough. 

Greenwich has one of the largest 
Nepalese communities in the country, 
with a local population of around 4,000, 
a number of which will have served the 
country in the armed forces. 

In March 2007 the government changed 
the rules relating to pension entitlement 
of Gurkha soldiers who had served with 
the British armed forces. 

It became possible for the soldiers 
to place their pensions into one of the 
mainstream armed forces schemes. 

However, the change did not apply to 
those who left the service before the 
Gurkhas base transferred from Hong 
Kong when the colony was handed back 
to China in 1997. 

The leader of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich, Cllr Chris Roberts said: “I 
am delighted to give this campaign the 
full support of the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich. 

“We have a very large and active local 
Nepalese population that contributes 
greatly to the community.

“It is fitting, in a week where we 
celebrate our new royal status and 
welcome the serving King’s Troop to 
their new home in Woolwich, that we 
recognise the unique and special service 
that generations of Gurkhas have given 
to our country.” 

The British Gurkha Welfare Society 
has estimated that about 25,000 men 
who had retired before July 1 1997 were 
denied the opportunity to transfer into 
UK armed forces pension schemes. They 
believe that the government is acting 
unlawfully in paying them a third of the 
income of UK-based soldiers. 

The Gurkha Campaign for Pension 
Parity launched the petition on the 
direct.gov website and the petition is 
due to close on May 12.

Apprentice chef wins national contest

AN apprentice from the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich has scooped 
the winning title in a masterchef- 
style competition. 

Twenty-four year-old Tom McLachlan 
was voted Chef of the Year in the first De 
Vere Academy Annual Chef awards. 

Tom, who attends the De Vere Academy 
at Devonport House in Greenwich, wowed 
the judges with a rack of lamb and truffle 

mash and a dessert of chocolate tarte 
with a raspberry compote and creme 
fraiche. 

The competition involved more 
than 900 young apprentice chefs 
at nine De Vere academies 
around the country. They 
competed in various heats 
with the final 15 contestants 
vying for the top spot during a 
two and a half hour cook off at 
Charlton Athletic last month. 
The competition is a chance 
to for apprentices to show off 
their skills and ‘culinary flair’ 
with Great British Bake Off 
celebrity chef Paul Hollywood 
among the judges. 

Tom, who joined the Greenwich De 
Vere Academy last March after visiting 
Eltham Jobcentre, said: “I have always 
loved cooking and this course just 
reignited my passion for it. I came up 
with the two-course winning menu by 
just inventing my dishes on the spot 
using basic ingredients. I’d learnt a lot 
of techniques throughout my course and 
this helped me.” 

And he added: “I’m so happy to have 
won, it means everything to me. My aim

IT’S a new year with new 
prospects for this group of 
young people, writes Grace 
Lipski. 

They're taking part in a new 
apprenticeship scheme which 
offers them the chance to learn 
new skills, train on the job and 
even gain a qualification. 

The 15 youths started last 
month and were recruited 
at an Apprenticeship 
Recruitment Day last year. 

The apprenticeship scheme 
is being run in partnership by 
GLLaB, the Royal Borough’s 
local labour initiative which 
places local people into 
local jobs, and the London 
Apprenticeship Company. 

Under the scheme there will 
be 60 apprenticeships across 
a range of borough services 
including environmental and 
cleansing services, social 
care, business administration, 
digital media and building 
trades. 

The apprenticeships 

include fixed term contracts 


for 1-2 years at £150 a week, 
and are designed to tackle 
unemployment amongst 
young people aged 16-24. 

This first group of 
apprentices who are working 
as environmental cleansing 
operatives with Cleansweep 
were congratulated by Cllr 
Denise Hyland, the cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills. 

She said: “The Royal 
Borough is working with 
GLLaB and the London 
Apprenticeship Company to 
run this new apprenticeship 
programme. Our primary aim 
is to address the high rates 
of unemployment amongst 
young people locally and we 
plan to recruit more than 60 
apprentices to work across 
council services.” 

Eighteen-year old Damian 
Cook from Plumstead 
said: “We’re training to be 
caretakers in the borough. 
This involves cleaning 
housing blocks, dealing with 



spillages, changing broken 
lights and a range of other 
maintenance issues.” 

He added: “ Sometimes 
working in bad weather 
conditions isn’t nice, but 
apart from that I’m enjoying 
the training, especially 
because we have people who 
are experienced in the field 
guiding us along the way.” 

The one-year apprenticeships 
may lead to a permanent 
position. 

Lewis Holdesworth, 21, said: 
“Our shifts vary. Today’s 
shift is 6am till 1pm. We get 
training about how to handle 
chemicals, use lawnmowers

and all kinds of machinery. We 
have watched some training 
DVDs but most of the work is 
practical and you learn on the 
move.” 

Warren Ford, 20 said: “It’s 
not just the financial rewards 
that makes this scheme good, 
we are also learning lots like 
how to work in a team, how to 
deal with problem solving and 
even the science bit with the 
chemical training helps.”

Further legal 
action taken on 
Chinese eatery 

FURTHER action has been taken against 
reatuarant owners who continued to 
trade after their business was shut down 
by health inspectors. 

Despite a fine of £54,000 issued in court 
on January 19, Crestdane Ltd continued 
to operate the Peninsula Chinese 
ignoring a prohibition imposed by the 
court. 

Officers from several Royal Borough 
of Greenwich departments visited 
the restaurant on January 26 as 
part of a detailed investigation to 
verify ownership and management 
arrangements. Summonses have 
been issued in respect to an offence 
relating to the prohibition order and 
investigations are continuing. The 
restaurant temporarily ceased trading 
on February 2 but building owners, 
Somerston Hotels limited, confirmed the 
closure is a temporary measure while 
compliance issues are resolved and 
refurbishment is carried out.

Families help to shape new system for 
supporting youngsters with disabilities. 
HILARY BRYAN finds out more... 


P ARENTS in the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich are helping to 
shape new ways of supporting 
children with special needs and 
disabilities. 

They are working closely with local 
health services, voluntary groups and 
the Royal Borough to devise improved 
ways of assessing children’s needs and 
providing the services they need. 

Their involvement is part of a pilot 
project set up by the government to 
look at services for disabled and special 
needs children and ways of making it 
easier for parents to access them. And 
their comments will help to shape a new 
national system that the government 
plans to put in place in 2014. 

The royal borough 
is one of 31 local ^ 
authorities chosen as 
‘Pathfinders’ who 
are taking part 
in the 18-month 
pilot project 
which runs 
until March 
next year.

recommendations will be taken into 
account to develop a new national 
strategy for supporting children 
with disabilities or special needs. 
The Pathfinder Project comes after a 
research which found parents of children 
with special needs or disabilities were 
not always happy with the way the 
care of their children was organised or 
implemented. 

Government proposals include giving 
parents more information about what 
services are available from schools, 
councils and health authorities; and 
getting voluntary support groups more 
involved in assessing and planning for 
children’s needs.

HUNDREDS of flag-waving 
adults and children lined the 
streets of Woolwich town centre 
last Tuesday (February 7) to 
welcome the soldiers and horses 
of the King’s Troop Royal Horse 
Artillery. 

The King’s Troop’s soldiers - with 
teams of horses pulling First World 
War field guns, were on their way to 
Napier Lines, their new purpose-built 
stables at the Woolwich Garrison in 
Repository Road. 

They had moved out of their 
barracks at St John’s Wood, where 
they had been based since they were 
formed by King George VI in 1947. 

Schoolchildren waving union flags 
were joined by parents, office and 
shop workers and military veterans 
including the Royal British Legion, 
and cheered as the parade passed 
through the town.

John 
O’Regan from Charlton used to be in 
the Royal Irish Fusiliers and served 
in Korea and Kenya. He said: “This is 
a great thing to happen for Woolwich. 
Having all these people turning 
out gives a really good community 
feeling.” 

Mum Holly Ede from Greenwich, 
with three-year-old daughter Abigail, 
said: “This is very good for the 
borough, and particularly Woolwich. 
It shows how much we have moved 
on since the riots.” 

Ros Bush and Sharon Lonergan 
were given time off from the solicitors 
where they work to watch the parade. 
Said Ros: “It makes you feel really 
good. It’s so nice to have all the kids 
coming out of school to see it.” 

Children were just as thrilled as the 
adults. Eleven-year-old Emalya from 
St Peter’s Primary School in Woolwich 
said: “We were told we were going out 
to welcome the troops. It’s good that 
we are supporting people who fight 
for us, and it’s amazing there are so 
many women soldiers as well, and 


they are not frightened.” Nathan, 
aged 10, the Head Boy at St Margaret 
Clitherow School in Thamesmead, 
added: “From the moment we got off 
the bus we were really excited.” And 
fellow pupil Precious, said: “The 
soldiers are getting their new home 
and I’m excited to see them arrive.”

BATTLING their way the first snows of 
winter, they came in their hundreds to 
honour a friend. But they came not in 
sadness. There was laughter and warmth, 
a wealth of good feeling for this man, truly 
loved. By the time it got started, the Halls 
were quite packed leaving standing room 
only for a few at the back. 

In 2004 Andy Ropek and Phil Dearing 
co-founded the Icarus Club. They would 
meet every month in the Halls in Blackheath, 
an informal gathering to nurture new 
bands.

Wilding. Three of the characters have the 
daunting task of learning not only lines in 
English, but in Italian too. 

“We even had some of the language in 
the script corrected,” he added. “There 
are kind of three levels of Italian spoken 
in the play - the maid Cortenza, played by 
Antonia Mochan has to speak the language 
perfectly as it is her mother tongue. As a 
guy who has spent a lot of time in Italy, my 
character has to speak it semi-decently, 
and Lady Caroline has to speak a clipped, 
English-accented version.” 

Luckily Antonia had an Italian friend 
who could help decipher the ancient text 
and the actors’ interpretations. 

“A lot of it she said didn’t make any 
sense at all in a modern context,” said 
Nik. “Many of the phrases were just too 
outdated. She was able to tell us whether 
we were nailing the accents... or not!” 

Rebecca received praise, of sorts, from 
the native speaker. She said: “I was told my 
pigeon Italian was absolutely perfect for 
the part. I’ll take that as a compliment!” 

The ebullient Juliette Harrison takes on 
the lead of the lost Lottie Wilkins, while 
Sue Carroll plays her patient foil Rose 
Arbuthnot. 

The affable Mark Higgins plays Rose’s 
other half Fredrick, Roy Moore takes on 
Lottie’s ball and chain, Mellersh Wilkins, 
and Pam Bean puts in a cracker as the 
nutty Mrs Graves.

the award-winning South 
London Special League 
(SLSL). 

The club is sponsored by 
Worshipful Company of 
Fletchers, a City of London 
livery firm that supports 
GB’s paralympic archery 
team. 

“They contacted me 
last April saying it would 
be great to support at 
grassroots level as well,” 
said Sharon. “Greenwich 
was perfect because the 
Paralympic Archery will be 
held here.” 

The inspiration for the 
Greenwich Arrows dates 
back to 1948 when the first 
Paralympics were held at 
Stoke Mandeville. 

“Initially it was introduced 
as therapy for disabled 
people but its sporting 
worth was soon discovered,” 
said Sharon, “and physically 
disabled athletes have now 
been testing their accuracy 
and precision in archery 
competitions for over 50 
years.” 

Last summer some disabled 
youngsters in Greenwich 
spent a week at ‘Time To 
Shine’ at Stoke Mandeville. 
Sharon said: “Many of them 
felt that they were more 
empowered by archery more 


than anything else. They 
were also overwhelmed by 
the historical importance of 
the event. 

“From that experience 
and the legacy of having 
the Paralympic Games in 
Greenwich it’s turning into 
an inspirational opportunity 
for our young disabled 
players in Greenwich to 
learn this honourable skill. 

“We’ve been incredibly 
lucky to get Maggie Woolf 
as coach. She has a huge 
amount of experience with 
disabled archers and is 
steeped in the history of 
the sport. We even have 
her husband, Alan, also 
an excellent coach, to help 
when needed. 

“Our aim is to develop 
the sport further. We have 
already applied to Sport 
England for their support 
in producing elite archers in 
the future - without losing 
sight of those at the grass 
roots of the sport.” 

Sharon added: “There will 
be no fees for taking part 
as this would be a barrier 
to participation to some of 
our most disadvantaged and 
isolated players.”
